Eleven persons, asserting they are 
nephews or nieces “by the _ half- 
blood” of the late John A. Watkins, 
real estate dealer, have made claims 
for shares in the $250,000 residue of 
his estate. Two are St. Louisans, 
the others residing. in four Texas 
cities, San Antonio, Houston, Hen- 
derson and Dallas. 

Watkins, a bachelor who never 
owned an automobile and rode in 
street cars between his. Chestnut 
street office and his hotel apart- 
ment on Kingshighway, left a total 
estate of $510,250, of which $85,000 
is to go to two religious. organiza- 
tions. 

The will provided for specific be- 
quests of 158,000. Robert C. Pow- 
ell, attorney for one of the 
executors of the estate, Christian 
J. Stroh, estimated that costs of ad- 
ministration and taxes would 
amount to about $100,000, leaving 
about $250,000 for nephews and 
nieces.

However, the 
11 persons who claim to be chil- 
dren of those half brothers and 
sisters were not discovered by the 
executors but learned of the death 
of Watkins themselves and filed 
claims through two attorneys. 

In his will, Watkins, who died 
May 12, bequeathed the residue of 
his. estate to “my nephews and 
nieces, related to me by the half- 
blood.” These heirs were not 
mentioned by name, nor their num- 
ber stated. Apparently he knew 
none of them. A forfeiture clause 
provided that any beneficiary con- 
testing the will would be excluded 
from sharing in the estate. | 

Dealer Here 45 Years. 

All claims for shares in the estate 
must be filed within a yéar of the 
appointment of the executors, 
which took place last May, shortly 
after the death of Watkins. Gissler 
said the case would come up in 
Probate Court next July. 

Watkins was 68 years old and 
was a real estate dealer here for 
45 years. The specific bequests in 
his will included $75,000 to the 
Board of Trusteés of the Missouri 


Diocese of the Episcopal Church for 


the construction of a church as a 
memorial to his mother, Mrs. Anna 
J. Watkins; $10,000 to the T. M. C. 
A. and about $70,000 in a number 
of small bequests to friends and 
distant relatives.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The 
Panay’s wounded commander re- 
ported officially today that the 
United States gunboat was sunk 
without warning by Japanese navy 
planes, which he said flew as low 
as “perhaps one or two hundred 
test.“ 

Lieutenant - Commander James 
J. Hughes also said his ship was 
marked with large flags when the 
, attack “oceurred, on Dec, 12. The 
weather was Clear and there Was 
good visibility, he noted. 

Hig report, giving the first of- 
ficial account of the bombing, was 
made public by the Navy Depart- 
ment after having been read by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of State Hull. 

Hughes’ detailed, chronological 
story was dispatched by radio from 
Shanghai in advance of the find- 
ings of a formal board of rier A 
That report will be published to- 
morrow. 

Three hours before the first un- 
expected aerial onslaught by two 
naval planes, the Panay was board- 
ed by a Japanese Army officer, who 
sought and was refused informa- 
tion on the movements of Chinese 
troops, Hughes said. 

The first attack came without 
warning from two Japanese planes, 
which made power dives from an 
altitude of about 4000 feet. 

The Panay, marked by two hori- 
zontal. American flags 18 by 14 
feet freshly painted on its top 
decks, was subjected to 56 minutes 
of intensive bombing and machine- 
gunning. The commander estimat- 
ed the little ship must have re 
ceived 24 direct hits. 

Hughes, severely wounded by the 
first bomb explosion, said he was 
informed two small boats bearing 
wounded to the river bank were 
machine-gunned by the attacking 
planes.

WRECK TOWN IN MEXICO 


Nearly 1000 Buildings Damaged; 
Wide Cracks Appear fn Ground 
in the State of Guerrero.

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 24.—Thirty- 
six successive earthquakes have 
heavily damaged the town of Mete- 
pec, State of Guerrero, a few miles 
from the Pacific Coast and 200. 
miles south of here, belated dis- 
patches indicated today. 


The quivers were over a 24-hour 
period, and almost all of the town’s 
1000 buildings were damaged while 
wide cracks appeared in the earth.

LADUE ROAD SAFETY 
COUNTY PROBLEM 


Engineer Fears Collapse Into 
Clay Pit Near Ballas, Sur- 
veyor Favors Relocation, 


One of the most troublesome 
problems of the St. Louis County 


Highway Department is the main- 
tefflance of Ladue road, just east 
of Ballas road, where the 20-foot 
concrete slab is constantly endan- 
gered due to the washing away of 
the subso’l into an 80-foot-deep ex- 
cavation on the south, created by 


clay-mining operations. 

County Surveyor John M. Crut- 
singer said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that in his opinion the 
only solution of the provlem wouid 
be to relocate the road farther 
north at that point. But,“ he 
added, “that is out of the question 
at this time, because the money 
simply isn’t available. It would 
cost t least $10,000 for construc- 
tion alone, in addition to the cost 
of a third of a mile or so of right- 
of-way.” 

Sees Danger of Collapse. 

Crutsinger did not agree with the 
opinion of one of his engineers, 
Wilbur Temme, who told a report- 
er that the road in its present con- 
dition was an actual hazard to mo- 
torists—that the entire pavement 
might collapse following a sudden 
washing out. of the soil under- 
neath. Temme was employed also 
by Crutsinger’s predecessor, Roy 
Jablonsky, under whose supervision 
the road was made in 1931. 

“I don’t think there's any such 
danger,” Crutsinger said. “The road 
is constantly watched and any slip- 
ping of the soil sufficient to cause 
a collapse would be corrected be- 
fore that could happen. Also, the 
slab is of reinforced concrete and 
would hold together for a long time 
even if the base were washed out 
for a short distance.” 

Shoulder Undermined by Rain. 

The strip of road in question is 
about 480 feet long and runs east- 
ward from a point 250 feet east of 
the Ballas road. Beginning at the 
south shoulder, which is about 
seven feet wide, the ground slopes 
at a 30-degree angle for a horizon- 
tal distance of about 150 feet. The 
slope is interrupted at three levels, 
about 30 feet apart, where half-tile 
has been laid to carry off surface 
water. 

A guard rail, of stout posts and 
two lines of steel cable, runs along 
the edge of the shoulder, but recent 
rains have undermined the soil un 
der the shoulder, so that for 260 
feet the shoulder has either droppec 
or washed out entirely, carrying 
with it the rail. At one point th. 
shoulder has disappeared all the 
way up to the pavement and ha: 
been filled in with heavy rock as : 
temporary expedient. 

Temme said the south side of the 
concrete slab was laid on filled-in 
ground. The reason for this, he 
said, was a desire to keep the road 
straight and also because it was 
found easier to. obtain 
the north.

Taxation in the United States is at its peak today, 
demanding and obtaining $100 a year from every 
man, woman and child and céoing infant, and there 
is no relief in sight. The outlook is for higher rather 
than lower taxes. For, if the Federal Government 
should be able, by reagon of a pronounced and pro- 
longed business upswing, to reduce expenses, the pre- 
diction is made that state and local levies are al- 
most sure to go up. 4 

The maddening thing about any tax discussion is 
that it has to be presented in statistics, in percent- 
ages, in the dull, uninteresting terms of accounting, 
when, in point of bitter fact, the tax-gatherer is a 
grisly visitor, entering unbidden every door and 
literally taking away from humble homes the bread 
and milk and shoes and clothing of children, Stark 
necessity is calling for a genius to dramatize the 
monstrous injustice of a taxing system that penalizes 
poverty and, all too often; permits wealth—that 
debtor to government—to evade its full obligation. 
Certain remedial proposals are offered in the sur- 
yey under consideration. They are not submitted 
as fundamentally corrective. The fundamental cor- 
rective, manifestly, can be discovered only in a pro- 
found study of the subject by a body of experts, 
whose reports, when at last filed, would be certified 
by public opinion as a mandate to all our governing 
persons, Federal, state arid local. Somewhere along 
the road, it must be believed, that solution will be 
required.

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WHERE BOSS HAGUE IS VULNERABLE. 

Mayor Hague is perhaps so surrounded by syco- 
phants, parasites and persons who are politically 
cowed that the nationwide wave of criticism against 
him for his disregard of civil liberties will do him 
little damage in his own baliwick. 

Be that as it may, there is one capacity in which 
the Mayor should prove vulnerable. That is his posi- 
tion as vice-president of the Democratic National 
Committee. It is impossible to see how a major po- 
litical party can afford to retain in such a capacity 
a man who has trampled on elemental American 
rights as Mayor Hague has. 

Freedom of speech, freedom of the press, freedom 
of assembly, freedom to come and go at will are as 
non-existent for certain classes of citizens in Jersey 
City as in Rome, Berlin or Moscow. If Boss Hague 
is retained as Democratic vice-chairman, the admin- 
istration will be flaunting an open symbol of alliance 
with malodorous political machines,

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MR. ROOSEVELT REBUKES THE SPENDERS. 

Although mahy members of Congress have been 
vociferous for economy, the President’s suggestion 
for a specific saving—a cut of $100,000,000 for each 
of the next two years in Federal highway aid—was 
not even considered. Mr. Roosevelt therefore has 
administered a wholly proper rebuke, through his 
letter to Chairman Cartwright of the House Roads 
Committee, for this failure to heed his request and 
the widespread public demand for economy. 

The message reads some blunt home truths to Con- 
gress in general and to the Democratic members in 
particular. Congress has a constitutional right to 
exceed the budget if it wishes, the executive says, 
but its members, and especially the Democratic ma- 
jority, “must accept full responsibility” for doing 
so. But if Congress legislated with sectional benefits 
rather than national stability as the principal ob- 
jective, he adds, “there would not be any Democratic 
party and there would not be any solvent Govern- 
ment after a few years.” 

This is talking cold turkey. It may be too late to 
do anything about reducing the highway funds, since 
the allocations must be made by Jan. 1, but the Pres- 
ident’s rebuke should serve to restrain free-spending 
Congressmen when the regular session begins. And 
the people will approve the President’s throwing his 
influence so strongly on the side of economy.

it would be for the newspapers to say that Mr. Roose- 
velt, for example, was partly to blame for the Hoover 
depression, because he talked about it. 

Mr. Roosevelt is merely doing what all politicians 
do—playing the old army game of taking credit for 
an upswing in business and blaming the other fel- 
low for the slumps. When things seemed to be go- 
ing well in 1936, the President said that “we planned 
it that way.”

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NEW VOTE FRAUDS IN KANSAS CITY. 

Ghosts still walk in Kansas City. The election 
thieves are continuing their felonies, despite the 
series of prosecutions and convictions, despite the 
city’s vigorous new Hlection Board, despite the new 
permanent registration law.’ Chairman Woodmansee 
says the board has discovered “alarming evidence of 
widespread fictitious and fraudulent applications to 
register.” It is estimated that there are 6000 ques- 
tionable registrations among the 200,000 on file. 

Elaborate devices again were used to pad the reg- 
istration dy having floaters enroll under several 
names, Here is another demonstration of what a 
serious mistake the Legislature made in failing to in- 
clude the signature requirement in the registration 
law.

The board’s immediate appeal to Mr. Milligan 
shows the confidence he has inspired by his zealous 
work in cleaning up past frauds. With ghosts again 
walking abroad, there is all the more reason for Mr. 
Milligan’s reappointment when his term expires, in 
February. The new disclosures focus even greater 
interest than before on the necessity for keeping him 
in office,

Daily Cue 7 of the Hands 


ISTORY tells us that when the 

Pharaohs ruled Egypt, it was 

customary for women's finger- 
nails—and man’s, too—to be worn 
long, pointed and colored a vivid 
orange, blue or red. Even ‘way 
back in those days, manicuring was 
considered an important rite, you 
see, and it has increased in im- 
portance ever since. 


Modern women’s hands, on the 
whole, are far more presentable 
than they’ve ever been in any other 
era. However, there is one step in 
nail care that a great many women 
neglect nowadays, and that is the 
nalf-moon on each nail. The cuti- 
cle, if ‘neglected, tends to quickly 
adhere to the nails and to cover 
the half-moons partly or entirely, 
but it really is possible to develop 
perfect half-moons and to retain 
them if they are given proper care, 


The basic factor in preserving 
attractive half-moons on the nails 
is that the cuticle must not be 
given an opportunity to adhere to 
the nails. Any girl who really 
wishes attractive fingertips should 
not be content merely with a week- 
ly manicure. That's a great help, 
of .course,. but she must give her 
nails daily care too, if she’s aiming 
for perfection. 

Give your cuticle a daily mas- 
sage. A bit of cotton should be 
wrapped about the end of an 
orangewood stick, and then dipped 
in cuticle or warmed olive oil.

Then each nail should be gone over 
with the oiled tip, working the 
stick from the nail tip up to the 
cuticle. Next the orangewood 


base of each nail and the cuticle 
gently pushed back. This should 
be repeated over each fingertip 
every single day. For persever- 
ance is needed to keep the halt- 
moons perfect. 

If you haven't time for this daily 
procedure, you can benefit your 
fingertips somewhat merely by the 
manner in which you wash your 
hands and the day in waich you 
use your hand lotion or cream be- 
fore retiring each night. When you 
lather your hands, give them a bit 
of a massage, rubbing the lather 
around the cuticle on each nail and 
gently pushing back the cuticle 
with your fingertips. After rins- 
ing your hands well, take your 
towel and go over the cuticle again 
while drying. 

First dry your hands, then rub 
the towel from the tip of each nail 
up to its cuticle, and finally follow 
the line of the cuticle with a firm 
massage movement. After cleans- 
ing the hands in this manner, a 
good hand lotion or cream should 
always be used. And when mas- 
saging such a lotion in, give your 
cuticle a final massaging. This will 
eliminate the possibility of ugly 
and painful hangnails, and will 
shape the half-moons most attrac- 
tively.

Many readers undoubtedly will 
think that South was either crazy 
or had received a kick under the 
table. The fact was that South was 
magnificently sane, and that he and 
his partner were completely ethical. 
Let us run over the implications of 
the bids. 

It is the three spade double by 
North which, of course, will amaze, 
even outrage, almost everyone's 
sensibilities. That North should 
have the gall to make a penalty 
double of three spades with his 
fantastic holding probably will be 
too much for flesh and blood to 
stand. Tet North's bid, far from 
being insane, was a stroke of gen- 
jus Which depended for fruition 
only upon the proper co-operation 
from South and, of course, a cer 
tain amount of gullibility on the 
part of East and West. North knew 
that neither East nor West had 
more than four spades, which left 
South with at least four. South, on 
the other hand (North reasoned), 
would be able to figure out just as 
easily that he (North) could have 
no more than one spade. What, 
then, was North doing, doubling 
a less than contract when 
the opponents’ bidding had been 
such that it was clear they would 
go on to game or slam? The an- 
swer, ably translated by South, was 
that North could not have a penalty 
double of three spades! Therefore, 
he must be doing something “fun- 
ny,” and was undoubtedly relying 
on South to decipher his action. 
South rose to the occasion by tak- 
ing out the double, not because he 
disliked it, but because he liked it 
all too well! The opponents fell 
squarely into the trap. West, of 
course, had a splendid double of 
four diamonds. Wast’s four heart 
double was evidence that he had 
been completely misied by the 
course of bids. 

Obviously six clubs or spades 
would have been a laydown with 
the one way diamond finesse. 
North-South, in getting doubled at 
four hearts, and making the com 
tract, scored a notable victory.

Fever blisters on the lips and 
chin are known as “herpes sim- 
plex.” There is another form of 
herpes, which is known as “herpes 
zoster,” which is commonly called 
1 gles.” They are both charac- 
te by extremely painful blis- 
ters forming on the skin. The pain 
is out of all proportion to the size 
of the sores, probably because they 
involve a nerve filament. 

There are some curious relation 
ships between these two forms ol 
sherpes, and the two vesicular erup- 
tive diseases, chickenpox and small- 
pox. Shingles, or herpes zoster, oc- 
curs almost entirely in adults, and 
it has been noticed that when an 
adult in a household has an attack 
of shingles, it frequently happens 
that one or two children there are 
likely to come down with chicken- 
pox. Conversely, in a household 
where children have chickenpox, an 
adult member is likely to come 
down with shingles. This happens 
too often for it to be merely coin- 
cidence, , | 

There is, however, a considerable 
difference between herpes simplex 
and herpes zoster.

Fever blis- 
ters are spread by carriers, and it 

is estimated that between 50 and 75 

per cent of all human beings are 

carriers. This accounts for the fact 
that the condition is so common. 

In a series of 35 cases which were 
treated by smallpox vaccination, 
only five of them had recurrences, 
and those at such long periods of 
time as a year in between. In 30 
of the cases the condition cleared 
up and no recurrence has occurred 
for over two years. These were in- 
dividuals who were constantly 
bothered with recurrent attacks 
from three to four weeks apart.
